W ashington, March 19.—T hat there 
will be a great variety of opinions on 
tile tariff bill when It reaches the sen­ 
ate is now certain, according to ex­ 
pressions of sen ato rs in whose states 
are located various industries chiefly 
affected by changes In the scheduled 
proposed In the house hill. 
Reductions on lum ber schedules will 
be sturdily resisted by S enators Frye 
and Hale of Maine and by som e se n a ­ 
tors from the Pacific coast and from 
the < xtrem e northwest.. S enators from 
M innesota and North and South Da­ 
kota, on the other hand, will m ake a 
strenuous effort to secure free lum ­ 
ber, instead of m ere reduction of the 
tariff, as proposed by the house bill. 
The proposed Inheritance tax will 
be stoutly resisted and senators will 
have an opportunity to vote upon an 
am endm ent providing for an income 
tax. 
Free coal and hides will also be re­ 
sisted. aud th ere is likely to be a 
strong fight against reductions in the 
various iron and steel schedules. The 
general trend of sentim ent among se n ­ 
ators favors increase.
